Some of the men are put to 
work making the beds under the supervision' of 
Senor Herminio Chavez, \vho claims, that he is a 
great scholar aad is a stcadyi patron of the Oakland 
Public Library when he is not on duty as head bed- 
man. Tho men all insist on calling him "Fronchy," 
and he is always there with.good healthy advice for 
the boj's as to how they should conduct themselves 
in the world. It is a small education in Itself to 
hoar him talking to the rnen making the bods'and 
cleaning tho dormitories. He is from. New York, and 
ho is as much of a booster for that city nnd as vivid 
in its praises ns any man,'even one from Los An- 
geles who is trying to tell of the wonders of the 
southern part of the state.

SIMILAR INSTITUTIONS. 


There aro Institutions oC a similar nature in San 


Francisco, 
Berkeley, Stockton, J-os Angeles, San 


Diego and San Jose find several other cities In Cali- 


fornia, as thejr have found it the only practical way 


In which to handle this great problem of unemploy- 
ment. And the policy of the place la that a man may 
stay here for not exceeding five daya except in ex- 


ceptional cases whore tho circumstances warrant 
iiiich a longer stay. It la reasoned that It a man can- 
not find work In Ula lino in five days In'Oakland 
that thero Is not much apportunlty that he will be 
:U:lo to find It in a. longer time, and then there are 
always now men coming- in who must be cared for", 
and it is not Just that tho city should look after 
an undue number of men who happen to bo unem- 
ployed for the time bolng. Of course, tho house is 
not always fillorl with men who happou to be en- 
tirely out of funds, and whenever there ;m; any 
vacant beds they are sold to,any man for 10 cents, 
which is also a source of revenue and helps to defray 
soino oJC tho expenses of tho pluco. And somo weeks 


the amount'taken in far beds -will be from ?S to $10 
per evening. 


The wood that is sawed and sacked by the men 13 


then sold to persons who telephone In their orderd 
for the sarno, and it Is sold at the current prices that 
prevail in the market .so as not to cut in on tha 
business of the regular wood dealers. And there id 
a team! which Is always busy delivering wood orders( 
which is also a source of considerable revenue. Tha 
amount of these sales is always published in tha 
various papers once a month in the financial state* 
nient of the woodyard, nnd so will not be given in 
this article. The wood is obtained from, tlvo dockg 
that are torn down from tlrna to time by the city 
and also from trees lha-t are cut down by the men 
when there Is a vacant lot that is to be built upon. 
This wood Is stored and Is later cut here at the wood-- 
yard. 


All of the sheets and pillow cases and all of tha 


towels are now laundered at the yard, as there had 
jtist been Installed a new laundry plant for that 
purpose, and later on It is the plan to have the men's 
clothes also laundered hero, as it will be more ceo-1 


norn'cal to do this than to do as Is dono at the pros-- 
ent time of allowing each man to do his own laundry. 


Many of the men are in need of? clothing, and 


whenever anything is sent here/by outside persons it 
is given to those men free of charge. And it Is cer- 
tainly surprising to see the differenco that it makes 
In a man to get some new clothes on him and to glvo 
him a shave; fie appears almost like a new man. 
Fine feathers make fine birds, and it is a great deal 
easier for a man to secure a. job l£ ho has on ii 
presentable sii.lt of clothes. And many of the clothea 
which are moldcrlng away in tlio closets of many ;i 
man and which he will never again use would bo 
a great benefit to one of these men. It also makes 
a man feel different when is dressed up. It put.-i 
more life and initiative in him and innkcs him more 
efficient. 


GOODRTCir, SUPK.niNTKNDKNT. 


The superintendent is W. S. Goodrich, who has 


made this line of work a study for many years, hav- 
ing taken a special course at the University of Cali- 
fornia for four years, and he is at all times willing 
to have visitors nt the place and to show them 
through the Institution at all times. 


Unemployment Is especially to be expected hero in 


California, as it is largely an agricultural state, and 
these men are what Is ordinarily called tho casual 
worker. That is", he will go from one crop to tho 
other, harvesting them in their season, and in tha 
winter tiine .there is no other place for him to go 
but to tho various cities, which makes this question 
very acute during the winter months. 
During tha 


harvesting season it Is often hard for the ranchers to 
secure all of the men that are needed for the harvest- 
ing of their crops, and then they are let go as soon 
as that rancher is through with them, and then they 
go on to the next place. The conditions aro not tho 
sume as they used to be here, wh«n a man was 
kept on the same place tho. entire year around. But 
this Is not true merely in tho agricultural counties, 
but It is also true where there is an industrial conni 


try, as wi|l be soon in"the Eastern states, where thero 
is a groat deal of unemployment during the winter 
months. There during tho winter monthn a, great 
many of tho men who arc employed in the building 
trades aro out of work because of tho cold. Then 
there are the various soa.son.s-in tho transportation 
companies which have their rush and their dull sea- 
sons. The department stores put on a large number 
of men during "the Christmas rush, and after that i3 
over they are again out of employment. Tho can- 
ning industries have their own so'iaons. The Inven- 
tions that are daily taking place also throw men oiU 
of work and make them dependent on odd jobs. Fof 
Instance, the men that wore employed In the manu- 
facture of harnesses are now out of work, as thu 
automobile has driven the horse "Dobbin" from tha 
streets. The same thing- happened to the makers ot 
tho various types of vehicles. And it takes time for 
those mon to learn nr^v trades and for society to 
adjust 
it.sc'lf lo the new condition*. Therefore wo 


will always luivct this problem of unemployment. 
And then there. Is (bo Indiscriminate hiring and 
"firing" of men and the general Insecurity of »nv 
ploymcnt.

TO PLAY PIRATE BRIDGE; 


NEWEST OF THE CARD GAMES 


, ITHIN the last few weeks a strenuous 


effort has Ueen made to focus the 
attention of the card playing public 
upon a new game which has been 
christened "Pirate"Bridge." 
The hope 


of the promoters of the proposed pas- 


time is that it will supplant the recognized and 
well established game of auction bridge. 


The name Is most appropriate. Every participant 


is expected to knife every other, regardless of 
whether he start a» friend or foe. It being a part 
of the recognized tactics of this gentlemanly (?) 
pastime for a player to throw overboard one partner 


, the moment another appears to'be more desirable. 


R. F. Foster, writer upon all games of Beards and 


especially upon auction bridge, indorses pirate and 
predicts that the new game will supersede the old. 


"It is not the intent of this article to give a detailed 
explanation of pirate bridge, as that has already 
appeared In a leading periodical and In many news- 
papers, but for the benefit of those .who have not 
familiarized themselves with it, Its main features 
will bt briefly outlined. 


-EACH ON OWX ACCOUNT. 


In tho new game every player bids on his own 


account. 
There are ,no partners except for the 


current deal. The dealer has the first bid, and may 
make any declaration or pass. 
Should he do tho 


latter the player to his left has the same privilege, 
and BO on. Tho various declarations have the same 
values that they possess in auction bridge. 
When- 


ever a bid is made each player In turn may "accept" 
or "pass." After a bid is made until it be accepted 
or until three players have passed nothing else In 
in order. 
After it is accepted it may bo overcalled 


or doubled. If the former, any player may accept 
the overcall. 
When a hid is doubled, the doubler 


forces the fourth player, that is, tho player who is 
not the bidder or the acceptqr, to become his part- 


ner. 


1 Should the fourth player believe the double to be 
a losing venture, his only avenue of escape is to 
make a higher declaration, and to have some ono 


^knci-cpt It; should it not be acccpteil the double 


-=Vhcn a bid is not accepted It is void, and 


bidding starts again with the player next in order 
to the left. 
If three players either make an nnac- 


* ccpted bid or j»as3, tho previously accepted bill be- 


comes the final declaration. 
If at the beginning of 


the deal all four players pass or make unaccepted 
bid, the deal passes, but that does not often happen. 


When a bid is accepted and becomes tho final 


declaration, the player who makes the bid plays 
the open hand and the player to his left leads, unless 
that player be the acceptor, in which case the lead 
passes to the left of the acceptor. 


MOVE DTJXEMY AROUXD. 


The hand of the acceptor becomes tho dummy 


and is placed on the table as soon as the first card 
is led, regardless of tho position of the acceptor at 
the table; that ia, ho may be either opposite^ (as ia 
always the case of tho dummy In auction bridge), 
or to tho right or the left of the declarer. The play 
is just as in auction, except that the partners play 
one after the other when the dummy is next to the 
declarer. 
.

' • 


When the contract succeeds it is scored by the 


declarer just as in auction, but the acceptor, who 
receives 
the 
same 
number of points for tricks, 


honors and slams as the declarer, scdres them all 
in his honor column. In'other words, the acceptor 
cannot win a. game. In addition to points for tricks, 
honors and slams, a. bonus of fifty Is allowed for 
winning a game and an additional fifty is awarded 
for winning a rubber. 
Tho latter fifty is scored 


only by the declarer, as the acceptor docs not win 
tha rubber; but tho acceptor, although he does not 
win tho game, is, equally with the declarer, allowed 
the fifty bonus for doing so. 


Tho player who makes tho bid that becomes tho 


final declaration plays the open hand (the acceptor 
being the dummy), even if that same declaration 
hag first been bid" by the acceptor. 
For example, 


south "(the dealer) bids no trump, west and north 
pass, cast accepts. >Vest bids two spades, which 
north accepts. 
East bids two no trumps, which 


south accepts. The others pass. This makes cast 
tho declarer and south cannot go game, although 
his hand ia supporting the 'declaration ho has1 been 
tho first to name. 


JOCK1SY FOR POSITTOX. 


There Is, therefore, some jockeying for position, 


but not much, aa the only difference between tho 
declarer and the acceptor Is thnt whenever the de- 
clarer has a same and the declaration'results in a 
second game, he scores fifty for winning the rubber 
and tho acceptor Is not entitled to this bonus. This, 
however. Is so small an amount thnt H really pinkos 
little dlfferenco In tho score of a rubber, which ia 
apt to run Into large figures.

The writer, with a view to discover 


if tho residents of the northern cities 
were as 
fearful 
of 
the 
mysterious 


and unknown as are thoso of the south, where the 
yarns of the negro voodoos have stimulated at least 
the talk of superstition. 


The conclusion, reached after iu.\ny tests had 


been applied, is that superstition is as rampant 
here as anywhere, only not in so varied and, per- 
haps, attractive a form. 


Oakland people will not walk under ladders. 
They will always pick up the stray pin. 
They know over which shoulder to look at the 


new moon. 


They fear the black cat. 
But, with most of the people of the North and 


"West, little of the finer distinctions of superstition 
have been given to our terrors. 
Perhaps our sailors 


have come back from the Seven Seas with some of 
the traditional , beliefs of lands where superstition 
has held for centuries. Some who have studied the 
Indian know of his mystic folk stories. 
For the 


rest of us the land is too new and fear Is hard to 
transplant. 


There are survivals among our own superstitions 


of the very motives which animate primitive peo- 
ples. 
When you were a boy, did you think that, 


unless you spat, you would get fever when you saw 
a woolly caterpillar? 
Did you ever meet nervous 


persons who felt marked aversion at the very sight 
of a cat or a snake? 
Did you ever hear of ono 


man being- "cunning as a fox," or of another being 
.as "wily as a serpent"? 
If you are Southern bred 


and knew old-fashioned negroes in your childhood, 
many were the times you trembled at tales of "Raw- 
Head and Bloody Bones," or of the witch who 
turned herself Into some ferocious monster, to carry 
disobedient children to her lair an_d devour them. 


It is more than probable that the Indians1' snake 


dance, the superstition, about the caterpillar, the 
"Raw Head and Bloody Bones" bogey, the "cunning 
as a fox" expression and our forefather's pleasant 
custom as regards sorcerers are all traceable to tho'' 
same primitive Instinct. 
Aboriginal man envied or 


feared tho principal characteristics of the 
beasta 


amongst which he waged his own battle for exist- 
ence. That he might gain the vision of the eagle, 
the speed of the antelope or the courage of tho 
panther, he sought by mystic ceremonies to borrow 
these attributes. 
When tho cunning of animals 


overmatched his own he was inclined to believe It 
inspired by tho wisdom of some human enemy, who 
had mastered,tho secret which he himself coveted. 
Thus a mass of folk tales, reciting supernatural 
relationships between man and animals, have sprung 
up amongst all primitive races. 


An English writer, Frank Hamel, has made an 


exhaustive stufty of mich myths and superstitions 
and recently has 'given an Interesting account of 


them in a book, "Human Animals." ' His researches 
show that no people has failed, at some time or 
othor in its history, to believe In them. 


Of all of hcse myths, none is older than the one 


which relates to the mystic powers of the serpent. 
It was In the form of a serpent, the .Scriptures 
teach, that th'e arch enemy persuaded man to his 
fall. 
Mythology is full of legends of serpents born 


of human parents and oC strange hybrid monsters, 
part serpent and part man. 


These legends have persisted into comparatively 


modern times. 
A young English farmer went to 


South Wales and fell in lovo with a beautiful 
maiden whoso eyes were "sometimes biue, some- 


times 
gray, 
sometimes 
like emeralds, but they 


always sparkled and glittered.'" 
She finally con- 


sented to marry him, upon his agreement to allow 
her to disappear twice a year for a fortnight and 
not try to find out where she had gone. 
Finally, 


piqued by curiosity, he determined to spy out her 
secret. 
, ^ 


He followed her to a forest and noticed that his 


wife drew off her girdle and threw it down beside 
a dark pool. 
She' vanished and he saw a large 


snake whore she had been standing. 
lie pursued 


it until it disappeared, in a hole. 
The next time 


the performance was repeated, according to the 
legend, the husband seized the girdle and threw it 
into a fire, whereupon his wife died in great agony. 


In certain parts of Russia it is still believed, ac- 


cording to Hamel, that great serpents sometimes 
carry oft maidens. There is a rather common heliet 
among- Indians in our own country that a hair from 
a horse's tail, if left long enough in water, will turn 
into ii snake. The old European legend oil St. George 
and the Dragon is probably the survival of the 
serpent-man superstition. Many African tribes today 
believe that evil spirits tako the form of snakes 
while others refuse to kill a snake, believing- It a 
possible reincarnation of one's kinsmen. 


Until very recently, if it does not persist today, 


there was a, custom In a certain French province to 
dress a big tomcat in swaddling clothes or Corpus 
Christi day and exhibit it In a. gorgeous shrine. 
In 


3S75 a man living in Toulon told Berenger-Feraud 
that he had a friend who owned a wizard cat, which 
gave advice upon important matters' 
by saying 


"Yes" or "No," and which disappeared at frequent 
intervals, when, its owner believed, it took human 
form. 


In 1S38 Sir Robert Grant, Governor of Bombay, 


died and on the same day a. large cat was seen 
to leave his house. 
Thereafter members of the 


native guard were instructed by their officers that, 
when doing sentry-go at the house at night, they 
should present arms if they saw a cat entering- or 
leaving the place. 


One of the most remarkable chapters of medieval 


history is the story of were-wolf trials. 
Persons 


were tried in open court, convicted and burnt as 


\ sorcerers and It not infrequently happened that the 


unfortunates actually confessed the charge and told 
of their alleged crimes in shocking detail. 


One Giles Gamier was tried in 1573 for having 


devoured several children when he was in the form 
of a -were-wolf. 
One charge in the indictment was 


that he had seized a girl of 12 near the village of 
Dole, dragged her into the woods and eaten her. A 
week later, it was charged, he had seized another 
girl, who was rescued from his clutches. 
Other 


counts accused him of different murders. 
Gamier 
-v, 


pleaded guilty, saying he changed his shape by jjf' 
rubbing an ointment on his body, -whereupon the 
judge pronounced the following sentence: 


"The condemned man Is to be dragged to the 


place of execution and there burnt alive and his'*' 
body reduced to ashes."

ment of the man, tor when he left us I firmly be- 
lieved that he would make good and stay.out. 
But 


now he would have to don stripes and serve out the 
remainder of his sentence—six years. 
No opportu- 


nity to go out on parole would be given him again. 
He had failed to make good. 


A largo number of the prisoners among- the 2300 


population were acquainted with Steele and liked 
him. 
He was a cental, fine appearing fellow 
and 


possessed qualities of education above the average, 
which in my estimation ought to have helped him 
over the rough places until he had secured a firm 
footing in the world of free men. While a prisoner 
here he- had occupied a position of trust arid confi-^ 
dence and was considered a trustworthy man. 
He 


had bsen convicted of forgery and sentenced to ten 
years, but owing to his excellent record had been 
releasd on parole after serving four years. 
Steele 


and 
I had frequently'"discussed his chances for _ 


making good when he got out of prison and from 
those discussions I looked upon it as a foregone 
conclusion that he would devote every energy to 
the final accomplishment of a successful career. He 
had repeatedly assured me that never again would 
he deviate from the straight and narrow path, there- 
fore the shock of his return as a parole violator was 
doubly severe for that reason. 
In the shops the 


afternoon 
of 
his 
return the prisoners discussed 


Steele's violation and little charity was manifested 
towards him. They tore him to shreds, verbally, and 
I was a constant target for questions and remarks 
concerning him because it was known that he and 
I had been on friendly terms while he was here. 
Knowing Steele as I did, and remembering his sen- 
timents concerning- the straight road, I reserved my 
opinion until an opportunity to talk the matter over 
with him presented itself. 


SENSED THIS EXTRAORDINARY* 


I felt that some unusual occurrence must have 


happened to send him back, something out of the 
ordinary, for my faith in the man was strong. The 
prisoners greatly disliked t.o see a man return for 
violation of parole, because every time it happened . 
the chances of .those who'were looking forward to 
parole were lessened. Business men do not care to 
employ men who will not make good and every time 
a prisoner violates,his parole he lessens the chances 
for those he leaves behind. 
The majority of the 


prisoners felt the return of such men keenly and, as 
a rule,' ostracized them. As a mark of humiliation, 
parole violators had to wear a. striped, suit, while 
the rest of the prisoners were dressed in gray. 


I did not have an opportunity to talk with Steele 


until the following- Sunday, as he had been assigned 
to work >ln the jute mill and therefore did not "line- 
up" in the upper yard. 
But during the interval of 


waiting I received a note from him which read: 
"Please reserve judgment until you hear my story. 
Probably you will then understand." Upon reading: 
those' words I was glad I had reserved my opinion 
and a renewal of faith in him. grew within me. 


MET IN YARD. 


.Sunday morning -after breakfast we met in the 


big yard and I took hold of hla hand and said: "Jim, 
I'm sorry for this." 
Although he made no reply I 


knew he felt the situation keenly, as the tense ex- 
pression of his face and lowered eyes showed. 
In 


silence we walked until we came to a quiet corner 
at the south end of the yard away from the rest' 
of the men where we would not be disturbed, and 


• sat together on the ground. 
I looked at Jim 'and 


waited for him to speak. 
Finally he did so, and I 


eould see that he was struggling to control his emo- 
tions. 
Throughout his narrative he waa loyal to 


the core to those who had befriended him during 
his brief period of liberty. 
No blame for his fall 


from grace was attached to them. 
A square deal 


had been accorded him from everybody from the 
time he had started on his parole until his viola- 
tion. He had been at fault and no one else. No- 
where^ throughout his tale did the element of "rail- 
roading" or "framlng-up" as an excuse for his viola- 
tion of faith enter. 
It was a decided relief to hear 


this, because as a rule that was the wail and cry 
of most of tho parble violators. 
His return was the 


result of a condition of will power over which he 
•lost control, and may prove to be of interest to those 
•who are Interested in psychological conditions, espe- 
cially of one who found himself situated as he wn.s. 


. His story was not a plea for mercy, nor for self- 


i justification. He plunged into the temptation which 


; confronted him, fully aware of the possible danger 


1 to his freedom, but helpless to overcome It, though 
he struggled desperately to tlo so.

parted from my, employer that afternoon at the 
corner of Sansomo and Market streets an Incident; 
occurred that awoke within me a desire which I 
had given little if .any thought, but which event- 
ually mastered me and caused my downfall. 


CIIAXCE MEETING. 


"Just as I was about to step onto a Hayes street 


car a young lady started to get on at the same time, 
and the result was a collision. I stammered an 
apology, at the same time assisting1 her to board the 


things you may need.

anticipated my possible need of clothes, etc., and 
he had taken this means of loaning me sufficient 
money to cover expenses in purchasing what I 
needed. 
I accepted it gladly; and am "pleased to

I had- also received 
a few dollars from the Parole Clerk with which to 
pay a week's room, rent and it, together with what 
I had left after making my purchases, was suffi- 
cient for my- needs until I drew my first salary 
check.

I decided to pa- 


tronizo a restaurant for my meals until I was more 
firmly settled. 


REPORTS AT OFFICE. 


"The following NMonday morning at 8:30 sharp I 


reported at the office, ready .for work. 
My employer 


was at his desk, and after a pleasant 'Good morn- 
ing, Mr. Steele,' Instructed mo as to my territory. 
The duties of my position I was familiar with, hav- 
ing sold a similar line of goods, though for a dif- 
ferent firm, prior to my arrest. Pointing to a small 
rolltop desk, my employer said: 
'That will be your 


desk,' nnd when I looked towards It I saw my name, 
in small lettering on the side. 
Inside of It 1 found 


a quantity of the firm's business cards with my 
name added on them in the lower lelt-hand corner. 
Two crantlemen had now arrived to whom I was 
introduced, who proved to be the remaining city 
staff of salesmen.* A feeling- that I was somebody 
after all and privileged to stand on,an equal bfisl.'j 
with these three gentlemen who honored me with 
their acquaintance created a feeling of pride within 
me. 
At that moment of Introdvictlon, San Quentln 


and nil it stood for wns completely obliterated from 
my mind. But It was only momentary, for tho next 
ininuto a muntal photograph of my recent homo 
flashed before me and I was conscious of the gulf 
that separated us. I flushed guiltily at the remem-' 
branco and, In order to cover my confusion, turned 
towards my desk and pretended I was searching for

to the Parole Clerk Immediately upon my arrival m

"Arriving thoro, I wns ushered Into the manager's 


office. 
Stated at n rolltop desk was a kindly ap. 
gentleman who, after inviting' me to b» 


was too fresh in my memory to forget so soon and 
I was not wholly equal to my sudden rise to-rcspect- 
ablllty. 
But during the ensuing days, as the new- 


ness of my position, from convict to salesman among 
free men, wor"e away, I gradually overcame my 
timidity and became equal to whatever business or 
social occasion presented Itself. 


KEsm/rs CAME. 


"Constant application and conscientious effort In 


,1 was conscious that'my face betrayed my emotion. 
She laughingly acknowledged my awkward assist- 
ance and, light-headed, I followed her Into the car. 
She sank into a vacant seat and, with her eyes, In- 
vited me to sit beside her. 
I did so. During tho 


collision my hat had become crushed and, pointing 
to It, she exclaimed: 'I am sorry T crushed your 
new hat,' and smiled. That opened the conversation 
and before we parted that afternoon I knew her 
name and she likewise learned mine. 


"When I reached my room the old habit acquired 


in San Quentin of throwing myself full length on 
my bed as soon as I entered my cell asserted itself 
and without stopping to remove my coat or shoes I 
lay sprawled on tho clean counterpane, staring up 
at the ceiling, endeavoring to collect my scrambled 
thoughts. It may seem strange* that such a trivial 
Incident as meeting a pretty girl would so disturb 
me, but remember that woman had played no part 
In my llfo for four years. 


"That night I attended a musical comedy, but 


arnld the laughter and gayety I felt Hko ono who 
had lost or forfeited his birthright. My senses cried 
out for the society or woman. During the following 
week I worked hard and strove desperately. 
At 


night I would feel so tired from my activities I 
would retire early and fall asleep almost as soon as 
my head touched the pillow. My chief aim was to 
make pood anil I was happy and proud in the 
knowledge that I was doing so. 
The following 


Saturday afternoon I again met the young lady of 
tho week previous, waiting for tho car at tho same 
corner. 


SECOND MEETING. 


Hor eyes lighted with pleasure at my approach 


and I was none the less pleased myself at the meet- 
ing. Wo got aboard the same car, this time with- 
out accident, and as we rode along she .said that she 
anticipated going to Alarneda county tho following 


. day with a party of friends and iv>vilod me to join 


them. 
Hut though it would have been a pleiisuni 


to accopt her invitation I had to decline, because I 
wns not allowed to leave San Francisco county 
without permission while on parole. 
I did not tell

cuse, which of course was a dowrrlght falsehood 
and T detested myself for doing so.

her T was an cx-convlct only recently paroled from 
San Quentln I feared she would faint. 
Hut then i 


did not. know the splendid caliber of that glrl'a 
character. 
Sho was of the right sort, as I learner! 


later, broad-minded \and sensible, nnd would havo' 
thought none the loss of me, after tho first shock 


of exposure, for bavins beon in prison. 
If I had 


courageous enough to havo told her tho truth 


about myself that aflernoou It would have saved ma 
considerable uncnslncSH of miml. 
Hut. I preferred 


lying, distasteful though tt was, to acknowledging 
tho truth. 
She expressed regret at my Inability to 


Join hor :ind her friends and I could tell that she 
was disappointed. 


"That night I boiled up over what I considered 


the 
injustice of not being allowed to leave this 


founty for a few hours on a simple pleasure trip, 
and came near jumping the fence. 
But tho thought 


of what a keen disappointment such action would 
be to my employer and to those who had confldenc* 
In me restrained me. 
There is no doubt but what 


I could have received permission from the parole 
officer in his office at the Ferry building to go to 
Alameda if I had gone there and requested it, but| 
1 did not think of doing so at that time. 
There 


were so many opjon invitations to break, away and 
enjoy a' whirl of gayety as I strolled along the 
street that night that I nearly save in. Tho tempter 
whispered that no one would be tho wiser it I 
shattered a fow rules of parole; that no doubt a 
number of others had taken a chanco and had 
gotten away with it. 


"During the fortnight which followed I worked at 


a fast pace and wns frequently complimented by my 
employer. 
Kach Saturday night tho fltfht for self- 


mastery \vould take place. I was on the verge of 
confiding the situation to my employer, but because 


• It was so personal a matter, far removed from busi- 


ness, I feared he would not relish my confidence, so 
I.refrained from telling him. I would not take 'No' 
for an answer from a prospect, but would follow up 
my leads and my persistency nnd tho quality of the 
line I was handling generally succeeded in obtaining 
the desired signature on my order book, 


IN RESTUGSS MOOI>. 


"On the Saturday night of tho sixth week of my 


employment I was In a. rostless mood. I had ob- 
served with strict enforcement every requirement 
of my parole. I had cultivated no friendships, oth'er 
than In a business way, and felt as much alono as 
it 
1 I were on a desert island In mid-ocean. I wanted 
someono to talk to, someone who would under- 
stand.

back east and I had not heard from them for more 
than Jlvo years.

smothered my scruples as I advanced towards her, 
hat in hand. 
Her pleasure' at meeting me was

"Our plan was carried out on Saturday afternoon, 


seven weeks from the day we had first met, and our 
happiness was crowned by our wedding-. My wifa 
continued to !lvo nlone and retained her maiden ' 
name. 
Her wedding ring she wore suspended from 


hor neck on n. slender gold chain under her shirt- 
waist, and our marriage certificate was locked In 
her trunk. 
Our happiness was of short duration,

He expressed willing- 
hcss to go on my bond and endeavor to straighten 
the matter out, hut that was out of the question, l.« 
had deliberately violated my parole, and would have 
to suffer the consequences. No ono In the office -was 
any the wiser for what had taken place In. those . 
few minutes. The parole officer was extremely con- 
siderate and courteous In his duty and made no 
effort to advertise my delinquency. When he left 
the office I followed, blindly. 
Gono'were my high ' 


hopes and ambitions and paralyzed was mjr future. 
Tho full reality of my predicament did not fully- 
come to mo until a short time later when I stood In 
the presence of my wlfo,ln tho parole office. I had 
been graciously permitted to see her for a few mln- 
•utes before my return to San Quentln. At my re- 
quest the parole officer telephoned to her place of 
employment and she came as quickly as possible. 
What transpired Is too sacred to relate In detail, so 
I will pass over it briefly. My wife's grief was so dis- 
tracting it was mercifully shortened by her losing 
consciousness and whllo she was in that state I 
was led away. 
It was best so, for if I had been 


present when she regained consciousness the part- 
ing on both Bides would have boon hard«r. 


NO AI/rEKXATnrE 


"Tho record of our marriage had been sent to 


tho register of marriages at Sacramento and had 
finally been discovered by tho parole officials. I had 
deliberately violated my parolo and there was ;no. 
alternative but to return to prison. No ono is to 
blame In any way but myself. 
The parolo officers 


were kind and considerate Jn their treatment of my 
wlfo and me and In every respect from the da.y I 
started In my position until my violation of parole. 
I was accorded a square deal. But I wns not strong- 
enough to successfully combat tho Force that was 
Impelling- mo towards destruction, a Force that Is 
n,s old as creation Itself and "has boen the Instru- 
ment of so many blasted lives. 
Wo decided we 


would rather shatter a. man-made law than a Divine 
one. 
Tho wrath of man 
was

AVE you ever listened to a brilliant and inspiring address on 
a brilliant and inspiring- theme, logically prepared and mas 
terfully presented, completely and woefully and altogether 
desperately spoiled because its author had a disagreeable or 
badly modulated or carelessly handled voice? 


Or, ag-aln, have you thrilled and been captivated and grown, 


enthusiastic by some address which, when you have retired to the solitude 
of your room and analyzed it, proved to be not only trite but Inane and 
vapid — a meru running together of meaningless words? And yet you thrilled! 


Once more. Have you over strained every nerve and sense to catch a 


thread of a discourse which claimed your attention jo find that the bit 
you did "hear was but an aggravation and \hat a good hour had been wasted 
upon a hopeless task? 


These are experiences common to all.

"Literary shimming" is a 
term 


which the committee members them- 
selves have applied to the strenuous 
five months of work which was com- 
pleted on Thursday last with the pre- 
sentation of a remarkable i-eport by 
Mrs. Ida Blochmnn before tha mem- 
bers of the P;erke1ey center of tho 
California Civic League. 
It was in 


September of last year when a com- 
mittee of thirty-six women was ap- 
pointed from the membership under 
the direction of Mrs. Blochman, an 
active member of the center and one 
of the 
Berkeley Charity Commis- 


sion to undertake an investigation of 
the cheaper magazines which find 
their way to the library table. 


It was a stupendous task which was 


set for- them and the interrogation 
no*- is—"What?" 


"Those who have made no Investi- 


gation have uo idea how big and 
bad this abomination has grown to 
be. If it were known preachers and 
teachers and parents would do some 
"literary slumming" and a crusade 
would be started against them that 
they would soon be driven into some 
sort of decency or out of existence." 


This is ono of the opening sen- 


tences in the remarkable document 
and it continues by declaring: "Every 
-Tine must know in a general sort of 
way that many of the cheaper maga- 
zines contain fiction that must In- 
evitably implant low ideals of life Jn 
immature minds and much that is 
absolutely pernicious. 
It is vaguely 


realized that it is sex immorality and 
marital Infidelity that form the theme 
of these obnoxious stories and that 
the authors have no intention or de- 
desire to 
correct those evils but so 


handle their material as to arouse the 
passions of adolescent boys and girls 
and justify unfaithfulness to mar- 
riage vows to weak women and gay 
men. . 


THE PERSONNEL). 


The personnel of the committee in- 


cluded twenty-two mothers; thirteen 
teachers or those who had engaged in 
leaching-; one librarian and two phy- 
sicians. It was the invariable 
rule 


that each magazine should be read 
and reported on by at least two other 
women than those represented on the 
committee, thus making the findings 
the reflex of the mind of seventy- 
five individuals working separately. 
The question which 
was answered 


from the pages of each publication 
was not its literary worth but "What 
Moral Effect Would It Have on the 
Weak and Unformed . Character?" 
Thirty-six periodicals were 
chosen 


from the ten and fifteen cent grades 
representing magazines of the popu- 
lar sort. Most of them were issued 
in 
September. 
And the 
readers 


marked •. them according: to the 
old 


school formulae—excellent, good, in- 
different (not immoral but stupid or 
silly), poor (low standard) and bad. 
They were scanned even to the ob- 
jectionable features Jn the advertis- 
ing- section. And the two leading con- 
clusions culled from the mass of in- 
teresting data sent In by the commit- 
tee readers were this: 
x. 


"(1) 
That the immorality of the 


current magazines is mostly of sexual 
nature and in the majority of cases 
consists of marital infidelity." 
,"(2) 
The oyes of moral people 


should be opened to the dangers that 
are not lurking but flaunting- them- 
selves on newstands." 


And in closing- the resume Mrs. 


Blochman, speaking- for her commit- 
tee, says: 
"If our work shall start 


a movement to check the evil It shall 
not have been in vain or even If by 
reason of our efforts parents become 
more 
watchful 
of their children's 


reading we shall be welf repaid." 


THE STORIES READ. 


In all 375 stories we're read. And 


thus did the readers grade them—• 
from a moral standpoint, mind you: 
Good, 123; Indifferent, 125; poor, 54; 
bad, 62. In other words according to 
the standard set for themselves they 
found 134 stories of the number -to 
be of positive -worth with 241 to be 
at best a waste of time and at worst 
possessed of vicious features. 


In supplement to the committee re- 


port, Miss McLean of the 
Depart- 


ment of History in the Berkeley High 
School tested the reading of 700 pupils 
In the school with astonishing- results. 
For it was found that these students 
were giving- their time outside of 
school hours to only the highest, class 
of periodicals, dividing- their reading- 
among 124 of the magazines of the 
highest grade. 


FIRST WORK OF KIND. 


This is the first survey work of 


this nature which has been accom- 
plished on 'the coast by a woman's 
club and as such is commanding- a 
wide attention. 
To Just what the 


investigation will lead has not been 
determined or whether the civic work- 
ers will content themselves with a 
knowledge of facts as offered bytheii' 
committee.

Seasoning Fats.

ITH so many people fatrjy fad- 
ing away/for the lack of eh- 
ci gy making" foods, • and' 
the 


consequent . (endurance 
that 


conies from 
eating 
such, it 


sec-ins a wicked shame that at least !)0 
per cent of the fat on cured and cooked 
hams and shoulders goes for something- 
else than human nutriment. 


There are no foods which yield heat' 


and energy like the fat foods. 
-They 


havc( more .than twice the power of 
starchy foods and three times the power 
of lean meat. 
Tho diabetic will be in 


better health, and have what he needs to 
increase his powers of endiiran'ce, and 
so recover, if he-can eat 
bountifully 


of finely seasoned fat, so good that lie 
will even prefer it to lean meat. 
So 


good, too, that he can eat it without 
accompaniment, though if in consider- 
able quantity some green vegetable will 
be required, also good for him. 


Ham fat if put into a sandwich is often 


pulled off the lean by the eater, but 
generally it is trimmed off In the mak- 
ing. 
But if it as correctly cooked and 


white and lightly spicy, almost 
any- 


body would eat it. once overcome their 
prejudice, and between two thin slices 
of bread, which would better not be but- 
tered, it makes a sandwich delicious 
enough for afternoon tea, especially 
when the thinnest of slices from a plum 
cf glace ginger is added .to it. 


There Is just the difference between 


ham fat which is indifferently treated 
and that which results from beautifully 
seasoning it while boiling and afterward 
baking- with some sort of caramel coyer 
that there is between plain raw cream 
and an elegantly whipped, sweetened, 
and flavored cream. 
Practically the 


same thing has been done to one fat 
as the other, except that the ham fat 
had to be cooked in the process so as to 
be penetrated with the flavor. 


Children who are brought tip without 


eating fat are likely to h<* skinny and 
anemic. I was. I did not even like but- 
ter, and was not .taught to eat it ex- 
cept in combinations where.it lost its 
identity but gave me its energy more or 
less well. 


A whole ham is expensive and large 


for most families of today, but a strip 
of brisket bacon costing about 30 cents, 
a recipe for preparing which was given ' 
the other day, can be prepared so that 
I, with a natural distaste 
for such, 


eat the fat of it with great satisfaction, 
especially in sandwiches, and one good 
cook said' of such a sandwich, " It Is 
ns good as anything I ever tasted," and 
n good>eater said. " I do not like fat, but 
this 
." The eater -was a man. 


We appreciate the addition of u little 


fat to our bread in the shape of butter. 
It is fat thnt makes pnstries and cakes 
rich. 
Cooked dried peas and beans are 


greatly enhanced in flavor, by fat ot 
.sumo sort. The meat sauces owe a great 
deal of their quality to fat. 
Our coffee 


in softened by butter fat in the shape 
of cream and so are ninny of our sweets 
and candies. 
A little butter in a sirup 


turns it Into a sauce. 
A little butter 


keeps green beans green while cooking. 


Once wtuoiin see the whole subject of 


fats in perspective, we understand how 
equal they are in value, just as sugars 
are, and the old fashioned way of dump- 
ing them in the " soap grease," 'and the 
newer, fashioned way of throwing them 
out in the garbage will seem like wick- 
edest waste.

Boiled Bacon and Vegetables. 
Bacon and greens play a great part in 


the diet of people of the British Isles, 
but, of course, their bacon is often the 
same thing as what we call salt or 
pickled pork. 
Their cured bacon, more- 


over, is rib bacon. 
The imported Irish 


bacon is rib bacon, and we have at least 
one home brand of rib bacon. 


A strip of brisket bacon is often quite 


thick enough to make it profitable for 
boiling, and It is i'c.n. fat that is the best 
part of this, the lean being stringy and 
only palatable by perfect cooking. 
To 


clean a piece of brisket bacon is the 
hard thing, and if it is not immaculately 
clean neither the liquor nor tha fat 
which rises on ,the pot liquor is really 
good for other cooking.

The hardest thing to clean off the ba- 


con 
Is the 
United States inspection 


stamp. 
After wiping the bacon, and 


before wetting it, some white soap may 
be used on this, and then a cloth wrung 
out of clean hot water. After-the wash- 
ing the Ink must be scraped and scraped 
until it is scraped out. Scrape the sur- 
face 
somewhat 
before 
adding water, 


rinse oft with hot water, then cover with 
boiling water and let stand three hours. 
It is usually rather salt, so needs this 
much soaking. 


After it has soaked, scrape and wash 


•until-as ctcan as a rose, then put into a 
kettle and cover with cold water, adding 
at first one onion and a carrot cut in 
small pieces. 
Bring to a boll slowly 


wlille tho kettlo is covered and let boil 
gently over the lowest possible flra for 
three hours, never ceasing to boll but 
never boiling- hard. After two hours add 
several onions, a small yellow turnip cut 
In slices, several small carrots, and some 
green pepper it' you have it. 
A little 


pod or two of dried pepper may have 
been added at the start. 


Tha vegetables are for a hash and they 


improve the bacon. When the bacon is 
tender drain and use hot or bake. To 
skin it. dip hands in cold water and peel 
na yon would an orange. 
Remember 


that the skin breaks easily. 


Baking the Bacon. 


After skinning the bacon carefully 


stick a grood many cloves in the ex- 
posed surface, then cover with a rather 
thick layer of brown sugar, set bacon 
on rack in pan, and bake, in hot oven 
for n. half hour. This baking makes the 
fat beautifully fat, while it wastes some. 
The sugar may be mixed with a little 
mustard and vinegar, but brown sugar 
alone will give the surface a superior 
brown shine. 
This piece, with a- gar- 


nish of cress or even of hot vegetables, 
perhaps a pureo, is good enough to, 
serve when guests are present.

The Hash, 


Put a tablespoon of the fat whtch rose

things to cook dried peas in, pearl hom- 
iny to be served as a vegetable may also 
be cooked in it, that is, if the smoky 
flavor is almost absent. This hominy la 
not to me as palatable as when cooked 
in plain water, but it ia a little more 
savory, having the fat and vegetable 
flavors In it, and good for hungry pto- 
ple coming, In from out of doors. Pick 
over and wash well one-half cup of 
pearl Jhominy, cover with four cups of 
pot liquor, and simmer for three hours 
after it once boils. Serve as vegetable. 


Candied Prunes. 


Let those people who want to get up 


some inexpensive refreshments, which 
will rival the moat oxpenalve possible 
because of the excellence of home made 
things, hA,ve gandwlohen filled with the 
thinnest slices of fat. bacon; theyi can 
cut, or a little thicker according to 
taste-, and home candled prunes. These 
prunes ora a fair rival, too, to those 
bright and Bhlnlng prunes that are often 
pucked with the' most expensive can- 
dles and cost way up above a dollar a 
pound.

Commerce banquet, after noting the presence of many 
who were familiar in commercial circles on-both sides 
of the bay, and of some of statewide prominence, .po- 
litically and otherwises began to take account of not- 
able absentees. 
Of (he.se, Oakland's mayor was quite 


conspicuous. 
It was an affair that the city's first of- 


ficial citizen could very appropriately have -partici- 
pated iu. 
Kven more than that,' it was one from.which' 


his absence was marked. The .San'Franciscan, remem- 
bering how it is at home, wondered whether a-'simiiiar 
situation exists iu the neighboring city. Mayor liolpii 
looks upon the Chamber of Commerce here.'iyith/i'rank 
host il ity. 
I ( was not ntidersl ood that Mayor Davie had 


such feelings. 
Another absence that was mnVkcd was 


that of ex-Governor Pardee. Au ex-governor retains 
the distinction of his honorable office. When big- fmic- 
lions arc staged in his town, for instance, especially

and Gibson has done it, not so well 
as Masters perhaps, but to a marked 
degree—there must ba the 
accom- 


paniment of a deep and sympathetic 
social understanding. 


These little incidents of Gibson— 


they are as deliberate as odes to a 
flower or to a weed. 
As a good poem 


io .a flower must spring from a love 
of nature, the poem in the field Gib- 
son has chosen will be good or no't 
good in proportion to the writer's love 
for man. 
The craftsmanship is ad- 


mitted. 


It is 
because Gibson sees more 


nearly all that there is to the fleet- 
ing moments lie pictures and it is be- 
cause his style fits with the realism 
that is his, that'he must be accorded 
a place with the few of the younger 
poets 
who 
are doing what their 


brothers are doing in art and proso 
and who are voicing the promise ol 
a revolution which is mutual under- 
standing". 
Maybe they are not so 


new, 
maybe their songs are but the 


echoes of words sent forth long ago 
by lusty old Walt AVhitman—but they 
are none the less real. 
And so it 


comes to the matter of taste. 


If one likes the real in his poetry- 


he will find it in this newer blood.and 
by the signs that are prophesying .at 
last a vigorous American school that 
will not be denied, he is destined to 
find more and more of the poetry of 
modern human element. It is some- 
thing to live when these poets are 
young.

Of such a; quality is the .writing .of 


Joseph Conrad, that unexcelled mas- 
ter of the English language as ap- 
plied to. the sea. 
With the earlier 


publication of "Green Mansions" and 
the current publication of. "Tales'of 
the Pampas" a niche close beside 
Conrad must be spoken for their au- 
thor, W. H. Hudson, an Englishman 
whose writings arc steadily claiming 
a growing audience in Aiuerica. Mr. 
Hudson, according to eminent critics 
is "to the land what-Conrad is to the 
sea." 


Howevei- we may or may not 


agree .with that comparison, 
there 


can be ' no two opinions about tho 
merit of the Hudson stories as well 
told, absorbingly interesting yarns— 
calculated to keep one with_book in 
hand until the last .page "lias been 
read. 


"Green Mansions" was an ideal 


springtime romance, .the story of a 
girl's slow awakening to love—told 
_with all of the charm .of style and the 
beauty 'of expression which can be 
found in any .novel of this .decade. 
*i CCojfollow up that.success .Mr. Hud- 
son tias written "Tales of- the Pam- 
pas," a collection of short stories de- 
picting the great open prairies of 
the Argentine, country—that mysti- 
cal land of the great South Ameri- 
can republic—as it .was half a cen- 
tury ago, 
when law and order were 


fragile things, easily broken and dis- 
regarded. 
It is a narrative of a 


time when life was cheaply held, and 
when no man hesitated to assert his 
Claim against all comers. 


There is the same-element of law- 


lessness—of Indian, marauding 
and 


cruelty, which marked the histories 
of men and women, who came to this 
western edge 
of the 
world • little 


more than half a century ago.

collection "El Ornbu" Hudson 
has 


written what Edward Garnett calls 
the finest short story in English. The 
claim is a broad one—but a careful 
perusal of the narrativoNwill at least 
give the "reader pause for an illus- 
tration to offer in refutation. 


The "Story of a Piebald Horse" is 


a skillfully conceived bit of romance 
which unfolds In unexpected fashion. 


Throughout the collection there is

painting, -and derives its. name from 
the method of the production.

process is simply a transfer of the 
painting to paper from the plate upon 
which it was first executed. 


"A single transfer on! 


from one place, hence 
monotype. 


"The process itself is an old one, 


having been employed, by a number oC 
the 
early musters, and 
by 
many 


artists 
through 
succeeding genera- 


tions down to the present day, though 
it' is a significant fact that fc-w have 
ever achieved great success in the 
medium. 
One -color alone may be 


used, and most of the early monotypes 
were in one color, or monotone, or an 
artist may employ the full strength 
of his palette. 


"The picture is painted upon cop- 


per or y.ir.e, or any non-absorbent sur- 
face, 
without cHhcr etched line or 


drawing lo aid the design, and while 
the paint i.s still wet ihe paper.is laid 
upon it and the whole run through a 
press. 
The painting i.s thereby nom- 


plelely transferred to the paper, and 
the combination thu.s formed, of paint 
upon paper, i.s known as a monotype. 


"A successful monotype embraces 


all ihe properties of the p a i r i t i n f on 
copper, together with a richness and 
a transparency derived from the. ab- 
sorption of the pigment by.the paper, 
which peculiarly-distinguishes it from 
all other methods of artistic expres- 
sion. 
When it is known that the na- 


ture 
of 
the medium—pigment and 


oil—limits the time of painting prac- 
tically lo minutes, since . to make 
a 


successful monotype all of the paint 
must be wot at the time, of transfer, 
it will be seen that the artist must of 
necessity be a rapid painter and a 


sure draughtsman 
to achieve good 


results; that his conception and his 
ability to render it Khal.l be. closely 
in accord to insure to his effort that 
individual charm which is the pee.uliar 
property of a good monotype. 


"'Clark lloburl of Monterey has cre- 


ated a great interest in monotypes by 
the remarkable work shown in his 
various 
exhibitions—notable 
among 


them being the group in the Palace- of 
Fine Arts at the Panama-Pacific In- 
ternational Exposition In San Fran- 
cisco, upon which he was.awarded a 
silver m'edal, the highest honor con- 
ferred upon monotypes by the Inter- 
national Jury of Awards. 


'.'After years of study in the east 


and in Paris, Hobart returned to Cali- 
fornia and took a studio in Monterey, 
where he became impressed with the 
importance of the 
monotype as a 


means. o£ artistic expression. 
Fas- 


cinated by the. unlimited possibilities 
suggested by the medium," he has de- 
voted to it much of the time formerly 
given to hi.-s regular landscapes and 
figure work, with the result that his 
monotypes have won from the artists 
and critics the highest possible praise 
tor their originality, their color, and 
their imaginative qualities. 


"In 
the 
monotype, 
Hobart 
has 


found a medium- peculiarly and par- 
ticularly suited to his self-expre.?sion, 
over which he has developed a won- 
derful control. 


"His'success with figures and their 


introduction 
into the landscape is 


especially happy and poetic.

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HOW TO ECONOMIZE 


WITH FOOD FATS 


Price Differences 
Depend 


Chiefly on Flavor 


and Color. 


Flavor and color have an important 


tearing on the prices which must bo 
paid for the various edible fats used 
in the home, since alt are regarded as 
wholesome when of good quality and 
practically the same amount of en- 
ergy Is derived by the body from each. 
The housekeeper, therefore, must de- 
citJ-j usually what she is willing to pay 
for relatively superficial properties in 
the foods. 
These facts arc pointed 


out in a recent professional paper of 
the United States Department of Ag- 
riculture, Bulletin 469, Fats and Their 
Economcal Use In the Home, prepared 
by the office of home economics of 
the department. In discussing the se- 
lection of fats for special uses the 
bulletin says: 


In general it pays always to buy 


fats o£ such good Quality that none 
will have to be thrown away through 
spoilage. In some instances a higher- 
in-iced article may be more economical 
in the end, 
as, for example, clean, 


sanitary butter, 
as compared 
to a 


cheaper but less sanitary product. In 
some instances, where taste or flavor 
only is involved, a less expensive fat 
may answer quite satisfactorily the 
purpose of a more expensive one. (For 
example, the chief use of table oils 
is as an ingredient of salad dressings, 
and when a characteristic flavor is 
not especially desired good grades of 
cottonseed and peanut oils, having a 
bland flavor, may be used when these 
are less expensive 
than the corres- 


ponding grades of olive oiL

Fats used for shortening—that is, in 


mixture with doughs, etc.—influence 
the appearance, flavor, texture, com- 
position, keeping quality and cost of 
the foods in which they are incorpo- 
rated. 
In selecting shortening fats, 


flavor and odor are to be considered, 
but attractive appearance and color 
are of less importance, since in cook- 
ing these are usually masked. Other 
Qualities oeing equal, those culinary 
fats are more economical and desir- 
able which possess the best keeping 
quality; that is, the least tendency to 
become rancid. Also, for general use 
shortening fats give the best results 
if they are neither too hard nor too 
soft to be easily mixed with the other 
ingredients of the dough at ordinary 
temperatures. 
! 


Fats used aa a medium for cooking 


in such operations as frying should bo 
carefully selected, since they influence 
the flavor, appearance, and texture 
of the foods cooked in them, aa is evi- 
dent when one recalls the bad flavor 
imparted to fried foods by burning In 
rancid fat 
Preference 
should 
be 


given to a fat which does not scorch 
too readily at the temperature most 
commonly used for frying. 
Expert- 


ments in tho laboratory of the office 
ot home economics indicate that but- 
tor and. Jard scorch at a lower tem- 
perature than beef or mutton fats and 
cottonseed, peanut or cocoanut oils 
1-or this reason, therefore, the latter 
fats are preferable for deep frying 
which requires high temperature.

to use more fat than a good recipe 
calls for. 
It is well known that too 


muoh 
butter 
makes a cake soggy, 


while a salad dressing with too much 
oil vustos "fat." 
The following arc 


additional examples of ways in which 
economy may be secured: It is more 
economical to stir butter into cooked 
Vegetables just before they are served 
ralhpi- than while cooking, and the 
flavor thus imparted is more 
pro- 


nounced. 
Furthermore, if added be- 


fore cooking much oC tho butter ia 
lost nnle.ss the w;iter in which tho 
•vcb'etablfs arc boiled in served with 


• them. 
Instead of adding butter to 


vegetables many people cook fat ham 
bacon, or salt pork with them and 
relish the characteristic flavor thus 
imparted. 


Much fat may be saved by homo 


rendering of the trimmings from fat 
meal. The following method of ren- 
dering- fats, .found to be very satisfac- 
tory in the laboratory of the office of 
home economies, may be applied in 
the home: The fat is cut finely with 
an ordinary household meat chopper 
or sausage grinder and is then heated 
In a double boiler until 
completely 


melted. 
Tho melted. fat 
is then 


strained through a rather thick cloth 
(medium fine huckback, for instance) 
to remove the finely divided bits of 
tissue. The advantage of this method 
is that since the material to be ren- 
dered is finely divided the fat separ- 
ates readily from the Inclosing tissue 
at a temperature very little above its 
melting point, and there is no danger 
of scorching it as is in the older open- 
kettle method.

After the fat is rendered it must 


usually be clarified. 
A fairly suc- 


cessful household method for clarify-, 
ing fats is as follows: Melt the fat 
with at least an equal volume of wa- 
ter and heat for a short time at a 
moderate temperature, with occasional 
stirring. 
Let the mixture cool, re- 


move the layer of fat, and scrape off 
any bits of meat and other material 
which may adhere to the under side. 
Rendering or clarifying- fat -with milk1 
gives quite 
satisfactory 
results 
in 


modifying odors and flavors. The pro- 
cedure is as follows: To two pounds of 
fat 
(finely chopped if unrendered) 


add one-half pint of milk (preferably 
sour). 
Heat the mixture-in a double 


boiler 
until rendered or thoroughly 


melted, stir well, g.nd strain through 
fairly thick cloth. When cold the fat 
forms a hard clean, layer, and any 
dark material adhering to the under 
side of the fat may be scraped off. 
Sour milk, being- coagulated, is prefer- 
able to sweet milk, since the curd re- 
mains on the cloth through which the 
rendered mixture is strained and is 
thus more easily separated from the 
rendered fat, which has acquired some 
of the milk flavor and butter fat. 
ODORS MAY BE 
REMOVED JJY 
HEATING FATS, 


Undesirable odors and flavors can 


bo decreased in intensity or removed, 
II' not too pronounced, by heating the 
fata with a good grade of ,charcoal, 
and the method Is applicable to fats 
•which could 
not 
be 
satisfactorily 


treated by the method first spoken of. 
To each pound ' of chopped, 
unren- 


dered fat add twelve pieces of clean, 
hardwood charcoal about the size of 
a walnut and -render the fat -in a 
double boiler as described above. Al- 
low the charcoal to remain in the 
melted fat for about two hours and 
stir the mixture occasionally. 
It is 


necessary to strain the fat through 
flannel 
or 
other 
closely 
woven 


cloth to remove all tho fine particles 
of charcoal. -Rancid odors, if'not too 
pronounced, may be satisfactorily re- 
moved by this method. I£ the odor is 
very pronounced, more 
charcoal is 


needed, and 
tho 
mixture 
requires 


longer heating. 
It is interesting to 


note -that 
the characteristic yellow 


color of the beef fat may be removed 
by this method, and a white, odorless 
fat secured. 


Fats are not less digestible than 


other foods, as is generally believed, 
it is pointed out by the bulletin, but 
are, as a matter of fact, more thor- 
oughly digested than the animal or 
vegetable proteins and the starch oc- 
curring in the ordinary mixed diet. 
Fata whoso melting points are higher 
than the body temperature are less 
easily digested, however, than those 
having low melting points. 
The di- 


gestive disturbances often attributed 
to eating fat are probably due not so 
much to the .inabilllty of the body to 
digest the fat Itself as to other fac- 
tors, among thn chief of which are 
bad cooking, overeating of foods con- 
taining- fats, and rancidity. Close mix- 
ture of nonemulsifyins fat with pro- 
tein may cause digestive disturbances 
to some persons, since the fats form 
a coating about the protein and hin- 
der the action of the digestive juices.

Minimum School 
Term !s Adopted. 


Cornel Performed 
on Schedule 


Forty-four states have established 


by law a minimum term of from 60 
to 180 days term of school for each 
organized district, according to a bul- 
letin just issued by the Bureau of 
Education. 
J. 
C. Muerman, who 


compiled the bulletin, points out that 
four 
states, 
.Louisiana, 
Alabama, 


Rhode Island, and Georgia, have no 
minimum requirement laws, but that 
one of these, Rhode Isalnd, has for 
over 10 years maintained the long- 
est average 
term 
in 
the 
United 


States. While the minimum number 
of days required is almost invariably 
much less than the actual average 
number of days in the school term 
for the state, a majority of the states 
still report many schools unable to 
meet even the low minimum require- 
ments. 
Within the past three years, 


12 states—Arizona, Colorado, Idaho 
Kansas, Maine, Nebraska, Nevada! 
New York, North Carolina,' North 
Dakota. Vermont 
and Wyoming 


have added from 10 to 60 days to the 
legal Acquirement of a 
minimum 
school, term. 


Some of the factors that have op- 


erated in favor of a longer school 
term, aside from the general awaken- 
ing of public sentiment, .are the phe- 
nomenal growth of the public high 
schools, the development of state fi- 
nancial aid for weak districts, equal- 


. ization funds, and penalties for not 


maintaining a 
minimum term re- 
quired, by law. 


The growth of tho 
public high 


schools has tended to lengthen ths 
term in the elementary schools by 
setting up standards of admission by 
certificate or examination which can 
ordinarily be met by grade schools 
with a term of at least eight months. 


"Lack of provision for 
adequate 


funds is perhaps the greatest hin- 
drance to ,a longer school term," de- 
clares Muerman. 
"A majority of 


the states have fully realized the ne- 
cessity for more state financial as- 
sistance and have enacted laws.giving 
state aid to .weak districts to enable 
them to maintain a minimum school 
term. .A wise jprovislon In most of 
these laws makes tho levy of a speci- 
fied >mJnimunih rate of local taxation 
necessary and provides for a certain 
specified standard of school before 
aid becomes available. 
These laws 


are, as a rule, intended to help only 
those who first help themselves. The 
necessity of greater local cooperation 
and aid is urged in tho 1912 report 
of the State Superintendent of Pub- 
lic Instruction lor Georgia. This re- 
port calls attention to a tendency to 
lean too heavily upon state aid, .and 
cites the laws of another state which 
requires a county levy of not less than 
3 and not -more than 7 mills before 
state aid can be secured." 


In answer to an inquiry from.^the 


Commissioner .oi Education, over one- 
half of all the state superintendents 
have expressed a willingness to co- 
operate in securing a uniform IfiO 
days' term :for all .schools, including 
rural schools. This would represent 
considerable improvement over the 
.present average of 137.7 days.

The comet-orbit predictions of Pro- 


fessor R. T. Crawford and Dr. Dins- 
more Alter of the Berkeley Astronom- 
ical Department of the University of 
California with reference to Comet b, 
1916, 
discovered by Wolf at Heidel- 


berg in Germany in April of last year 
have been fully verified, accordlng-to 
observations made on December 23 by 
Gallo in Mexico and on December 30 
by Barnard at the Yerkes Observa- 
tory. 
As has 
been previously an- 


nounced, this comet is unique because 
of the fact that it was discovered at 
the extremely largo distance from tho 
earth of four and one-tenth astronom- 
ical units, which corresponds approx- 
imately to three hundred and eighty 
million miles, and that it was discos 
ered more than a year in advance of 
its perihelion passage. 


A~Vhile other computers predicted 
that the comet would move around 
the sun in an eclipse, with'a period of 
seven years, Professor Crawford and 
Dr. Alter found that tho period of 
revolution could not be much less than 
fifty years if the orbit of the comet 
be elliptic at all, and that a very 
nearly parabolic orbit was more prob- 
able than any other. 
On the basis of 


their computations, Professor Craw- 
ford and Dr. Alter announced that the 
comet would pass perihelion in June, 
1917, that it would become lost in the 
rays of the sun toward the -end of 
September, and that it would be visi- 
ble again as a morning object toward 
the end. of December, 1917. The co.met 
was seen for tho last time by Bar- 
nard on July 5 and then followed 
closely the Berkeley predictions. 
It 


has now been found by Gallo in Mex- 
ico and Barnard of the Yerkes Ob- 
servatory practically in the exact pos- 
ition predicted by Professor Crawford 
and Dr. 'Alter. 
The comet is still 


very faint, although 
four times as 


bright as it was at the time of .dis- 
covery. 
By the beginning of March 


it will be seven times as bright as at 
discovery. 
Its brightness will contin- • 


ually increase and during-the"summer 
it may become visible to tho naked 
eye. At present it is visible only in 
very large telescop»s.

nials grown in our gardens, there are 
certain plants excepted from the rule 
either by necessity 
or through ad- 


vantages otherwise gained. 
Nasturti- 


ums and popples are two, 
for 
in- 


stance, which cannot be transplanted 
and which must, therefore, be seeded 
in the open soil where they are to bo 
raised. 
Sweet peas, though 
they 


may be started in pots, ordinarily are 
planted out of doors in the first in- 
stance both because of the time that 
is gained and because, in the opinion 
of many growers, deep rooting, tha 
chief necessity In sweet pea culture, 
i.s lieuer achieved 
by that 
means. 


-Sweet pea seed, as has previously been 
e.vplaineci in these pages, should be 
seeded in trenches which have been 
opened up to a depth of a foot and a 
half or more, the soil thoroughly en- 
riched, the seed deposited an inch to 
an inch and a half below the surface 
and covered and the soil surrounding 
il gradually raked against the little 
pl.;nts 
as 
they 
climb 
higher 
and 


higher out of ihe ground. 
Nastur- 


tium seed can be planted from a 
(liiarler to half an inch 
der-p 
and 


should . be planted in anything but

any -decaying animal and vegetable 
matter produces humus, if there is a 
degree of warmth and some moisture 
and an occasional inlet of air.

that it is kept moist by an occa- 
sional watering. 
From time to time 


turn it over with the spade. By early

cayed. 
This is more easily handled 


in dry weather than wet. 
Cut down 


into the Pile with the

well into the soil as directed above 
for manure.

"When the beds have been'prepared 


and the seedlings in your flats begin 
to crowd against each other and there 
has been a recess in the rains of a 
day or so and the soil is workable 
without being sticky you may pro- 
ceed to -plant out the seedlings." This 
work is best done during-the late af- 
ternoon hours when the bed is shaded 
as the plants are then given the op- 


. portunity of a first settling during the 


cool of the night and are less apt to 
1>e set back by wilting tho next day. 
If the sun is 
hot—especially

by warmth, the planetlets may be 
shaded the next day by placing a 
shingle or newspaper or cardboard on 
their south side.

Plant Quarantine 
Is Necessary 


One hundred and ninety-three dif- 


ferent kinds of inserts which might 
prove h u r t f u l to American crops and 
116 plant diseases of similar signifi- 
cance were detected by State and Fed- 
eral inspection during the last fiscal 
year on plants and piant products of- 
fered for import into the United States 
according to the report of the Federal 
Horticultural Board 
of the 
United 


States Department of Agriculture. Of 
the insects, 14 were scale insects such 
as pear scale, though they range from 
scales found on orchids, cocoanut, and 
bamboo to other forms found on wis- 
taria, camellias, hemlock, and pines. 
In addition, nests of the brown-tail 
moth, egg masses of the European 
tussock moth, pupae of the dagger 
moth, and cocoons of the pine sawfly 
were discovered. 
Of interest was the 


finding of a fourth potato weevil in 
the United States, which was discov- 
ered in Irish potatoes imported from 
the Andes is taken to indicate dearly 
that it is the home of the. disease of 
the potato.

Mrs. Byrne, on 'Hunger Strike' 


in Prison, Is Forcibly Fed; 
First Case of Its Kind in the 
History of American Nation 


Sister of Mrs. Sanger, Held at 


Blackwell's Island, on Road 
to Recovery After Quantity 
of 
Food 
Is 
Administered 


NEW YORK, Jan. 7. — Tho first ro- 


Bult of the hunger strike and forcible 
feeding of Mrs. Ethel Byrne at Black- 
•well's Island came tonight. 
A drive on Congress Tueedaj* by 
Mrs. Lillian Fassett and others to get 
national pro-birth control legislation 
was being organized. 
Meanwhile Mrs. Byrne, 
hunger- 
striking In protest against her con- 
viction and imprisonment for dissem- 
inating birth control information, con- 
tinued her battle, the first of its kind 
in tho United States. 
It was not until Mrs. Byrne, having 
gone 103 hours without food or water, 
collapsed, that Commissioner Lewis 
established a precedent in American 
prison annals by ordering her forcibly 
fed."My sister," said Mrs. ' Margaret 
Sanger, leader of the birth control 
movement, "Is In a very critical con- 
dition since sho was rolled in a 
blanket and milk, eggs and stimulants 
forced into her stomach through a 
rubber tube. 
"I 
am 
reliably 
informed 
from 


Eources other than tho official state- 
ment by Commissioner Lewis that she 
,1s in a little room, not In the prison 
hospital ward, 
but 
curtained off. 
There are two nurses and two attend- 
ants with her all the time and I -un- 
derstand tho attitude of every one 


- around the prison Is etxromely sympa- 


thetic toward her." 


ABANDONS RESISTANCE. 
Mrs. Byrne apparently abandoned 


all resistance to ef forts of Blackwell's 
Island authorities to feed her when, 
late this afternoon, she allowed at- 
tendants to feed her. She swallowed 
a pint of milk, two eggs, some brandy 
and 
was given • one-sixteenth of a 
grain of strychnine as a stimulant. 
Mrs. Byrne was asked if sho ob- 
jected to being: fed, after physicians 
had determined she needed food, and 
she replied that she would not feed 
herself but would not object to being 
,fed. 


A bulletin issued, from the office of 
Commissioner of Corrections Burdetto 
G. Lewis stated that Mrs. Byrne's con- 
dition Immediately became hotter. 
Visitors, Including Mrs. Sanger and 
Mrs. Byrne's lawyer, J. J. Goldstein, 
wero denied permission to visit the 
prisoner today. Lewis said he thought 
8he was better of C not to be disturbed. 
Emma 
Goldman, 
an 
anarchist, 
sent' a telegram to Correction Com- 
missioner Burdctte Lewis urging that 
he release Mrs. Byrne. Her message 
follows: 


"A thousand people In meeting 
assembled at Forward hall. New York 
City, tonight to protest against tho 
continued Imprisonment of Mrs. Ethel 
Byrne. You have a raro opportunity 
to prove your moral worth by refusing 
to bo a party to the official starving 
to death of a woman." 
Lewis immediately replied as fol- 
lows: 
"I am following your advice. We 


<ed her at 11:45 last night." 


CONDEMN "HUNGER STRIKE."

LONDON, Jan. 
27.—England was 


waiting for another German peace 
move tonitjht. 
It deduced such a step 


as impending from the conference of 
Central Powers rulers and military 
and naval chiefs at tho German great 
headquarters and from recent reports 
indicating that German public opinion 
Is favoring some further word from 
the government to offset the powerful 
arguments advanced by tho Allies in 
their recent communications. 


In the meantime tho greatest inter- 


est was manifest here in the sudden 
resumption 
of a 
German 
offensive 


movement around Verdun. Details of 
the fighting Thursday night around 
Hill 304 made it plain that the thrust 
there was more than a more "feeling 
out" of the opposing lines—the sort 
of attack that is common along the 
front. 


Best estimates placed the German 


forces-hurled at the French positions 
at 120,000 men and the artillery prep- 
aration which preceded the assault 
showed an extraordinary prodigality 
of shells. 
The attack was made de- 


spite fearful losses and, Judging from 
French reports tonight, at practically 
no gain, as counter-attacks appear to 
have swept the Germans back. 
All 


day today there was a violent artil- 
lery duel between both sides. 


If tho Crown Prince follows his 


unvarying tactics of attack around 
Verdun in the past, he will mass hla 
forces for another smash within the 
next few days, but on the oppoulto 
aide of the Mouse.

FIGHT FOR 


Cities Present Claims As Most 


Desirable Places for the New 
Government Factory; Many 
Aspiring Towns Eliminated 


Will Be Three Years Before 


Factory Can Be Operated; 
Be Inland and Free of At- 
tack; Selection of Site Made 


'WASHINGTON, Jan. 27. — While 
the selection of a site for the govern- 
ment armorplato plant appears Immi- 
nent, actual realization of tho govern- 
ment's idea to supply its own armor- 
plate for 'war vessels is yet in the 
distant future. 


According to a member of the gen- 


eral 'board which has the task of rec- 
ommending a desirable location for 
this federal industry, it will bo at 
least two or three years before the 
plant is. in actual operation. 


.The selection of a site Is really but 


the first step towards the actual con- 
struction 
of the plant and several 


years will elapse before any commu- 
nity can expect the. benefits of this 
$11,000.000 investment. 


Naval men have roughly estimated 


that tho plant will employ from 2000 
to 3000 men ranging from 
a . few 


highly paid 
experts 
down to 
the 


greater portion of unskilled laborers. 
The money circulated In tho commu- 
nity, however, from salaries and other 
ineldents of an Industry of Its size 
yii'altes it well worth the efforts of the 
cities seeking its' location.

Briefs from cities seeking tho location 


of. tile plant were filed with tho Secretary 
'oPthe Navy and hearings were held in 
'Washington in September and October. 
In the latter part of November, Dan- 


ilels transmitted tho briefs to the general 
[board, requesting a report on the list of 
cities1 which would satisfy tlio provisions 
'pf^'the act — "to bo. located at a place or 


' .(places approved 1>y tha general board of 


Ithe navy, with especial reference to tho 
.consideration of safety in tlmo of war." 
The Secretary grouped the claimants 


according to rail and water facilities and 
'proximity to coal and Iron fields, and 
• called the board's attention to the fact 
ithat an armor-plate plant to produce 
,£0,000 tons of armor as required would 
.necessitate 30,000 tons 'of pig Iron an- 
nually and about 300,000 tons of coal, or 
tile equivalent In gas and oil.

military purposes, should be established 
or maintained cast of tho Appalachian

"Congress has done already nearly 


everything it is necessary for Congress 
to do toward Industrial Preparedness," 
he said. "What remains to be done 
must be done by hard work alone." 


Coffin said the defense council cre- 


ated by Congress to make the produc- 
tive capacity 
of the 
nation 
ready 


would shortly issue the first textbook 
on munition , making. 
He described 
some of the s'teps to be taken, includ- 
ing the placing of "minimum annual 
educational orders" for war materials 
of all kinds with private plans listed 
to furnish certain things ,in war times 
Beyond that, he said, was the enroll- 
ment of skilled labor to guard against 
endilstment of these men and disrup- 
tion of the industries.

the poorly clad prisoners suffer not 
only from the terrible cold, but also ' 
from hunger, because food Is becom- 
inc more and .more scarce. 
All hos- 
pitals are crowded and they have 
neither doctors nor medical supplies.

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REVENUE BILL READY. 


The House Wars and Means Committee has 
com- 


pleted the revenue bill for the next fiscal year. The 
.salient features of the measure are that it preserves 
the Democratic prejudice against a protective tariff 
find increases the burden ol' direct taxes upon the 
people. It also contemplates a bond issue to meet 
the expenses of government in an era of unprece- 
dented commercial prosperity. 


Treasury department officials and members of 


the House committee estimate that there will be a 
'deficit ou June 30, 191S, of over §300,000,000, based 
upon the present earning capacity of revenue legis- 
lation. There will also be a deficit at the end of 
the. present fiscal year against which it is necessary 
for Congress to provide. The sale of §230,000,000 
of Panama canal bonds already has been authorized 
and it is proposed to authorize and sell from ?200,- 
000,000 to §250,000.000 additional bonds. These 
issues are justified by the claim that they are neces- 
sary to meet extraordinary expenditures on account 
of the Mexican trouble and for additions to the 
national defense. 


Direct taxes will be increased by raising the levy 


'on estates. It is expected that §22,000,000 addi- 
tional will be extracted from the property of de- 
ceased citizens. An entirely new taxation proposal 
is that of an "excess profits tax," from'which-the 
Secretary of the Treasury anticipates he will derive 
about §235,000,000. jThis proposal seems to be a 
variation of the scheme put forward at the last ses- 
sion of Congress to tax all industries affected by the 
trade in war munitions. The more prosperous sec- 
tions of the country will, of course, have to bear the 
greater proportion of this tax. The manufacturers 
o£ the Atlantic Coast States and the cotton indus- 
try of the South will be hit hardest, although it will 
not be surprising to find that some means has been 
provided by which the cotton interests may escape. 
Should the scheme to make that portion of business 
which has been successful during the last few 
months put up §230,000,000 to replenish the ex- 
hausted national treasury fail of passage the alter- 
native will be a bond issue. 


The administration's revenue program will not be 


enacted without the usual opposition. The minor- 
ity party in (he House is prepared to introduce a 
substitute plnn, one that will embody the Repub- 
lican policy of a protective tariff, and which will 
aim to make up the deficiencies apparent in the 
TJnderwood-Simmons tariff schedule. The minority 
report will naturally be opposed by the party in 
power, but the issue will be frankly outlined; that 
is, shall the country be relieved of the heavy and 
.steadily growing burden of direct taxation and the 
necessary revenues of government levied on foreign 
imports, or .shall the people continue to pay?

Flotation of the recent ?230,000,000 collateral 


loan of the British government, announced last 
week, accentuates once move the important posi- 
tion the United States now occupies in the world 
money market, ;md, what is of more importance, 
the close relation to the world financial market this 
country \vill have to maintain during the next three 
or four years. 


The loan now being floated will bring the total 


American holdings of foreign obligations, that is, 
those acquired since the war started, to over 
§2,250,000,000. This will all be remitted, together 
with the 3.120,000,000. interest, through the foreign 
exchange market. Three months ago the Federal 
Reserve Board made a calculation of the European 
loans maturing within six years. These amount to

THi: LITERACY TEST. 


It is quite possible that no immigration law 


will be enacted at this session of Congress. 
While the immigration 
bill has passed both 


the House and 1hc Senate it must first receive the 
President's approval before becoming a law or else 
it must be passed over the President's veto. Lively 
opposition lias developed from several sources re- 
cently and the President, by declining 1o 
. 


hearings of the views of the protestants, confirms 
the report that he will again veto any immigration 
bill which includes-a literacy test. 


Resolutions adopted by the twenty-fifth council 


of the Union of American Hebrew Congregations 
and the second biennial meeting of the National 
Federation of Temple Sisterhoods reaffirm (he op- 
position of the.se organizations to the literacy test. 
They set forth that the literacy test as a condition 
to admitting immigrants to the United States is 
unwise and contrary to the salutary American prec- 
edents, particularly as an educational qualification 
already has been imposed by Congress where it be- 
longs, a.s a premjiiisile for rintiir;;li/.alioii. Cardinal 
Gibbons also lias made a pica that the literacy test, 
be eliminated because it would set up an arbitrary 
barrier to the admission of many desirable immi- 
grants. 


The strength of these protests lies mainly in the 


fact that Congress admits thnt the literacy tests 
would work for inequalities and undue hardships 
on many prospective immigrants who might bo. de- 
sirable as new citizens. This especially applies to 
the Polish Jews who have been denied the advan- 
tage*^* an education by the government exercising 


the regular loans, composed of banking obligations 
and short term government notes. Canada owes 
approximately $250,000,000 and Argentina about 
§80,000,000. 


This enormous influx of gold will present a 


problem for the financial interests of this country, 
and the Federal Reserve Board has asked Congress 
to amplify its authority for controlling money 
movements. We dp not believe that the anxiety of 
the Federal Reserve Board is well founded unless 
during the period of maturity of these foreign loans 
domestic financial and industrial depression exists. 
What is taking place now, from the purely eco- 
nomic point of view, i.s that our manufacturers 
make heavy sales to Europe; that they are accept- 
ing in payment one to five-year obligations of the 
purchasers, and that these obligations are shifted 
to the American investing public. It may be taken 
that in so far as the public buys them entirely with 
its own money, the fact of its buying shows its 
ability to meet the situation. When foreign gov 
ermucnts begin to pay their debts, of course the 
investing public will have on hand just so much 
money, with interest added, as the unpaid loans 
now total. 


When this ensues there .should be some other 


opportunities for the investment of principal and 
earnings in order to insure the healthy financial 
and economic life. If a situation in politics is such 
as to make investors afraid to put their money into 
permanent domestic enterprises, there may he a 
period of speculation having disastrous conse- 
quences. The important thing to do now would 
seem to be to prepare the way for industrial and 
commercial activity in the United States in order 
to provide an outlet for the. redistribution of the 
values now represented in credits for foreign gov. 
ornments. If this obligation i.s met wisely and ade- 
quately, the Federal Reserve Board and the whole 
financial system can manage to get along without 
the delegation of increased authority to the Federal 
Board.

measure reform in this way. 


Jn the last two or three years a new 


system of control has been on trial, 
and the results achieved so. far seem 
to show that it is superior to any 
hitherto put in force in, that country. 
It was devised and elaborated by Dr. 
Brate and was originally denounced 
or laughed at as fantastic and absurd. 
It consists briefly in the allowance

The purchase of St. Thomas from 


Denmark naturally enough gives rise 
to the question of tho expedience of 
the act 
What returns 
may 
the 


nation expect from tho expenditure ot 
525,000,000? 


Admiral Mahan has told us re- 


peatedly that: 
"Navies depend upon 


maritime commerce as the cause and 
Justification of their existence." His- 
tory has exemplified this truth. 
Al.so 


we must remember 
that maritime 


commerce depends upon a navy, sea 
power, and both in turn depend upon 
bases. 


There Is no gainsaying the advan- 


tage oE a well-equipped naval base in 
the habor of Charlotte Amalie, the 
single port of St. Thomas, yet wo 
have owned Culebra, an island with 
a splendid harbor, only a few miles to 
the westward, for twenty years and 
have not expended one dollar upon it. 
Shall we do any more for St. Thomas 
after paying1 out our $26,000,000 and 
proudly unfurling our flag- upon its 
noil? 


AVe might have made .oC Manila a 


transpacific terminus rivaling Hong- 
kong in wealth and importance. We 
have spent there great sums of money, 
yet today private American capital re- 
fuses to invest. The port is practically 
idle and its security is very question- 
able. 
As a base for the, fleet, with 


practically no facilities for repairs, it 
would bo a. death ti-ap. 


Guam is as defenseless as upon the 


day of its capture, yet it is of prime 
strategical 
importance, 
according- to 


the best naval authorities. 


Hawaii and Panama will be abla to 


ward off a raid. 
Both would be re- 


duced and captured If our fleet lost 
command of the sea. 


Outlying: possessions cannot be held 


after losing command of the sea. The 
winning sea power has by its victory 
severed each of the Island possesions 
from its parent stem. This is exempli- 
fied in the case of Germany in the 
present war. 


If by the acquisition oC St. Thomas 


Wo are to advance tho chances of our 
navy to win the naval decision against 
a possible enemy, then the money will 
be well expended. 


However, arguing for antecedent 


probability, from the cases of Manila, 
Guam and Culebra, it can be almost 
assuredly stated that St, Thomas after 
its purchase will remain just as it is, 
a defenseless position, capable oC of- 
fering anchorage to a few ships. 
Its 


acquisition then will not add one lota 
to our sea power. 


Congress appears •willing enough to 


give a vast-sum of money for the 
acquisition of a strategical locality. 
There are yet two duties for Congress 
to perform if this initial expenditure 
is to Increase our chances 
<if success 


in a naval war with one of the first 
class naval powers. These are to put. 


the control of tho fleet and its ap- 
pendages Into the hands of a military 
council, a general staff, and dupli- 
cate tho price paid for the Island in 
transforming it into a naval base for 
the fleet. .. If Congress begrudges the 
extra expenditure, then stop the pur- 
chase and use the money to develop 
Culebra as the naval base Instead; its 
position is quite as good strategically. 


Immediately upon a declaration of 


war navies contend for the command 
of the sea. Tho control of sea power 
isHhe deciding element. How can our 
sea power be Intelligently controlled 
through the present unscientific or- 
ganization? With half again the num- 
ber of warships of Germany and with 
a personnel as war worthy as hers 
defeat would be invited by a system 
which depends upon a single non-tech- 
nical individual for inspiration and the 
momentum of each naval act. 


The navy department 
would be 


thrown out of gear by tho advent of 
a war so widely that defeat would 
overtake us on tho seas before there 
was time for a readjustment to meet 
the changed circumstances. 
"in xvar 


nothing Is reaped that has not been 
sown 
beforehand." 


In the transaction for tho purcha.se 


of the Danish islands doc5> there exist 
a fear that a. European power may 
acquire them? If so, by the mere pur- 
chase we shall not better tho situa- 
tion; we merely give away our S">5 - 
000,000 in addition. 
' 


By acquiring the Philippines and 


Guam from Spain we did not secure 
them to ourselves. 
On the contrary, 


by failing to place them in a. condi- 
tion of defense we have given 
a 


hostage to a possible Oriental enemy 
and have shut ourselves out of the 
Orient. 


Where is there n. single thread of 


policy in this wholesale acquisition.oC 
outlying- island possessions? Have we 
secret treaties or understandings with 
foreign nations or a nation, securing 
us In our holdings? Are we acquiring 
them merely to prevent their passing 
into other and less desirable hands? 
If such Is the arrangement, what pries 
is tho nation paying for their pro- 
tection? 


Sea power demands the most scien- 


tific naval control over each and all 
of its acts. 
Naval bases are" indis- 


pensable to sea power in disputing 
the control of the sea. Is the intended 
acquisition 
of St. Thomas 
merely 


another example of the wastefulness 
of Congressional control over affairs 
requiring the 
greatest amount 
of. 


scientific study and investigation? Un- 
happily for our country, we have In 
Congress power without knowledge 
and in our naval councils knowledge 
without power, and due to our sys- 
tem of government tho two cannot or 
will not work in harmony—New York 
Sun.

Prof of Solidarity of Allies' Is 


Declared to Be Shown 


in Views. 


LONDON, Jan. 27.—Fresh proof of 


the solidarity of the Allies was fur- 
nished today, in tho belief of officials 
in the Identical opinions as to Presi- 
dent Wilson's Senate address voiced by 
official 
and 
semi-official circles 
in 
Paris, Petrogrud, Home and here. 


The view that the President's aims 


and ideols 
in general -approximate 
those outlined by the Allies in their 
reply was held in all of these expres- 
sions. Russia furnished perhaps the 
strongest 
statement 
officially 
an- 


nouncing her approval of the Ameri- 
can President's views as to 
all na- 
tions having- an outlet to the sea and 
as to an Independent, anatomous plan 
and as to his general aims after the 
war to prevent any future world con» 
f Hot. 


Other peace news 
which aroused 


comment hero today included the ac- 
tion of the Manchester conference of 
the British Labor Party in endorsing 
the President's speech and urging tha't 
when the peace conference does even- 
tually come, organized labor will bo 
granted representation. Paris roport- 
ed'tliat United Socialist deputies of 
the Chamber had 
ormally 
adopted 
resolutions approving Wilson's 
aims 


and urging that "Democrats of all na- 
tions," Join in hastening peace. The 89 
members signing tho resolution are of 
the extreme-Socialist wing. 


The demand for the expulsion of 
the 
Turk 
from 
Europe, 
included 


among the terms in the Entente allied 
note, in reply to President Wilson is 
justified by Lord Bryce. 


Concerning Turkey, however, Lord 


Bryoe's views were formulated before 
the peace notes were exchanged and 
will appear in about a month for au- 
thorized publication in London and 
rsew York under government auspices. 
Owing to their direct bearing upon the 
terms regarding Turkey laid down by 
the Allies, he now has 
made them 


available to the Associated Press. Lord 
Bryce said:

Plight of Two Army Aviators 


Described by Chalmers 


Car Owner. 


Relating personal experiences of the 


treacherous southern desert, and telling- 
of the Intense enthusiasm in the little 
town of Wellton, -Arizona, James Haskett, 
eastern mining engineer with claims lit 
Mexico and Arizona, described incidents 
connected with tho recent rescue of tho 
army aviators, to a group of Interested 
automobile men this week. 


That he did not havo to read the vivid 


press dispatches in the daily papers to 
appreciate the ghastly tortures of tho 
two brave airmen was evident from anec- 
dotes of his own desert tribulations. 


Haskett is an eastern mining engineer 


with extensive operations on both sides 
of the border where he has spent the 
greater portion of the past ten years. He 
arrived In San Francisco Wednesday this 
week having driven here by automobile 
from AVelHon, Arizona, 


"Never have I seen such heartfelt in- 


terest manifested by a community as was 
c.vldenccd by the people of tho little town 


ot'Wellton." remarked tho mining man. 


Especially duriiiK the early hours ot 
Friday a week «go when the entire coun- 
try was awaiting word from tho little 
band of rescuers nwny off ".somewhere" 
on the treacherous sunrts. 
All through 


the nitfht groups of men nnd women and 
even little children waited with doubtful 
hearts for EOIIIO word from tho lost ajrmy 
aviators. 


"Only too vividly did It recall to my 


mind a similar experience In 1907 wheii 
I was lost several hundred miles south 
of the border. It was my first venturo 
upon arrival from tho east and indeed I 
ivas not so fortunate as these por sol- 
dier boys. I had no official rescue par- 
ties trying to save mo from tha torments 
of a desert death. 
On tho other hand I 


was not even missed tho first five days, 
and two daya Inter when my Indian pony 
actually died from heat and thirst 1 
nearly lost my last drop of nerve. 


"There I -was—where It seemed no 


human eye hnd ever looked—without as 
much ns a map or a compass to guide 
me. 
Two days longer I stumbled half 


blind with exhaustion. I finally awoke 
in the hospital of a Cananea mining 
camp. 
"Two Taqul Indians had picked me up 


unconscious 'somewhere' out on that ter- 
rible waste. 
To this day I have never 


learnod the exact location—and I havo 
no inclination to be. "so instructed." 


During the search for the lost aviators 


men and women of the border towns vied 
with each other for tho p; 'vilejre of ac- 
companying the rescue parties, according 
to Haakett.

Fierce-Arrow trucks in the service of 


J. 1C. Davidson and Brothers, Plttsburg, 
have shown some remarkable mileage. 


While hauling sand to 
the 
building 


operation of the Plltsburgr Provision and 
Packing Company, one five-ton Fierce- 
Arrow made in one day forty-two return 
trips from the yard and back, carrying 
each five tons. Tho return trip is just 
about one mile. Two hundred and len 
tons of sand worn moved from 7 a. m. till 
6 p. m. 


At another time 
two 
Fierce-Arrow 


trucks working between the company's 
yard and the King Edward Apartments 
operation each made ten trips in a day, 
though the return Journey \vas seven and 
one-half mllea. 


Each truck therefore moved fifty tons 


of sand and covered seventy-five miles. 
The vehicles are dump 
bodies', power 


operated from the driver's seat. Only a. 
half-minute under the sand 
hopper is 


necessary to talre on the load, the mere 
pulling- of a lever shooting the sand Into 
the truck by gravity. This rapid loading 
facility in part explains how it wag pos- 
sible to register such a mlleag-o and such 
a tonnage. 


In the King1 Edward job it was figured 


that a two-horse team could have made 
only four trips in a day and carried two 
and three-quarter tons each time. Thus 
each, truck is shown to have carried four 
and a half times as much aw a two-horse 
team could deliver in a. day. To equal tho 
tonnage of the two trucks, 
nine two- 


horse teams would have been required. 


These are good examples to show the 


kind of results gamed by Davldosn and 
Brothers with their four widely scattered 
yards through their Fierce-Arrow trucks.

ed distance work, though this term Is
